Introducing— The  Senior  Class  of  1949.  Let  us  turn  back  twelve  years  to  the  year 
1937.  Oh!  Look  at  that  group  of  funny  looking,  scared  little  boys  and  girls  gathered 
in  Mrs.  Sharpe's  room.  A  few  days  later  they  were  divided  into  two  classes.  One  class 
was  taught  by  Miss  Barnett;  the  other  remained  in  Mrs.  Sharpe's  room  and  was  to 
he  the  last  class  taught  by  Mrs.  Sharpe  at  Berryhill. 

l  ime  seemed  to  pass  slowly  in  the  grades,  although  the  students  were  entertained 
at  parties  and  festivals  on  many  occasions.  I  he  respective  classes  were  organized 
and  study  groups  formed,  and  slowly  but  surely  we  were  taught  the  three  R  s.

1  hen,  before  we  realized  it,  we  were  juniors.  1  he  officers  for  the  eleventh  year 
were  as  follows:  President,  jimmie  Knox;  Vice-President,  Merle  Robinson;  Secretary', 
Evelyn  Springs;  Treasurer,  Edna  Dell  1  loyle.  1  he  editing  of  the  Roundpp,  the  school 
paper,  was  the  big  task  scheduled  for  the  Juniors,  but  we  took  it  in  our' stride.  In  the 
spring  we  presented  a  three  act  comedy  entitled  "  I  he  Arrival  of  Kitty,'  in  which  our 
amateur  efforts  were  favorably  received  by  the  public.  I  he  marked  event  of  the 
Junior  year  was  the  Junior-Senior  Banquet,  at  which  time  the  Juniors  entertained  the 
Seniors.  1  he  banquet  was  held  at  the  Red  Fez  Country  Club  on  the  Catawba  River 
and  was  a  big  success  with  lots  of  fun  and  laughter. 

1  he  Senior  year  was  the  most  magnificent  year  of  all.  At  last  the  dream  of  childhood 
had  been  reached.  1  he  patient  work  of  teachers  and  parents  had  finally  flowered 
into  the  Senior  Class  of  '491  1  he  following  were  elected  as  Senior  Class  officers: 
President,  J  immie  Knox;  Vice  President,  I  lenry  Armstrong;  Secretary,  Doris  Smith; 
treasurer,  Rue  Alexander.  Upon  these  officers  fell  the  great  task  ol  democratic 
operation  of  the  class.  One  ol  the  largest  undertakings  during  our  Senior  year  was 
the  publishing  ol  the  annual,  the  Link  and  Chain.
